FORTUNE IS SWEPT AWAY 


Had Plunged Heavily in Stocks; 
Firm Put Into the Hands 
of Bankers’ Com-. 
mittee. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 9.—[Special.]—Leland 
W. Prior, president of the Cleveland stock 
exchange, member of the New York stock 
exchange, the Chicago stock.exchange, and 
the Chicago board of trade, killed himself 
at the Hollenden hotel, this city, this after- 
noon. 

It is learned that Mr. Prior had been plung- 
ing heavily om Anaconda and other copper 
stocks and had sold “ short ” to the extent of 
half a militen dollars. 

Instead of dropping, prices have gone stead- 
ily up, and the pressure became #0 great that 
his fortune was carried away in the whirl. 

Whether he conducted all i..ese transac- 
tions in his own name or whether he involved 
the firm of Denison, Prior & Co., of wuich he 
was the managing partner, is not known. 


Bank Committee in Charge. 

As soon as Mr. Prior’s suicide became 
known the books and the affairs of the com- 
pany were placed in the hands of a commit- 
tee of Cleveland bankers, consisting of. H. R. 
Newcomb, vice president of the Citigens’ 
Saving and Trust company; George A. Gar- 
retson, president of the National Bank of 
Commerce; H. P. McIntosh, president of the 
Guardian Trust company; E. G. Tillotson, 
secretary and treasurer of the Cleveland 
Trust company; and John Sherwin, president 
of the First National bank. 


Engages Room to Die In. 

Mr. Prior engaged a room at the hotel! at 10 
o'clock this morning and wrote a letter to 
his son. Then he held conferences with sev- 
eral members of his firm. N. B. Hasbrook 
of the firm was the last with him. Bystanders 
who overheard part of their conversation say 
Hasbrook seemed to be pleading with Prior 
to refrain from some contemplated actions. 

After Hasbrook’'s departure, Mr. Prior, ac- 
cording to hotel attachés, paced the floor of 
his room for a leng time. Then three shots 
were heard. 

A number of persons ran to the room im- 
mediately, but when they got:to Mr. Prior 
he was dead. He had shot himself standing 
before a mirror. One bullet went wild, one 
entered: his temple and passed entirely 
through his head, and the third lodged in the 
head, where it remained. 

According to the physician, either of the 


bullets which entered Prior’s head should | 


have killed him, and they do not understand 
how he was able to fire a second bullet when 
he should have fallen dead after the first 
one. 

Mr. Prior was 44 years old and leaves a 
wife and three children, who live at 45 Craw- 
ford road. He belonged to all the leading 
clubs of the city and was a member of the 
New York stock exchange, paying $60,000 for 
his seat two years ago, the New York cotton 
exchange, the Chicago stock exchange, and 
the Chicago board of trade. He was a di- 
rector in the Guardian Trust company, the 
Market National bank, the Cleveland Elec- 
tric railway company, and the Cleveland 
‘and Sandusky Brewing company. He had 
been closely interested in the formation of 
many large home and outside business enter- 
prises. Recently he had been engaged in pro- 
moting the consolidation of large brewery 
interests, and as far as known these opera- 
tions were successful. 

Firm Did Large Business. 

The brokerage firm of Denison, Prior & 
Co. was one of the heaviest dealers in stocks 
and bonds in the central west. The regular 
business of the firm was to buy stocks, either 
on margin or outright. It seems that the 
practice recently of Mr. Prior as an indi- 
vidual was to bucket stocks through. In 
this way heis supposed to have been “‘short,”’ 
especially on Anaconda and other copper se- 
curities. 

Charles E. Denison, the senior member 
of the firm, lives in Boston, wheré he has 
charge of the municipal and bond depart- 
ment for the east. He has had nothing what- 
ever to do with the management of the busi- 
ness in this city, but he was summoned here 
by a telegram from Mr. Prior. 

Statement to Creditors. 

‘Mr Denison tonight made public a state- 
ment concerning the firm's position, saying: 

‘‘T realize the importance of having the 
affairs of my firm administered in thé best 
interests of the creditors and debtors alike, 
sid being wholly unacquainted with the 
Cleveland branch of the business, I have or- 
dered the business closed and requested a 
committee, consisting of H. R. Newcomb, 
George A. Garretson, H. P.. McIntogh, E. G. 
Tillotson, and John Sherwin, to assist me in 
making a thorough and complete investiga- 
tion of the affairs of my firm, and all of the 
above named gentlemen have consented to so 
act, and. with me proceed at once to do as 
above outlined. 

Will Treat All Alfke. 

‘“‘In due couree we will make a complete 
repert to all persons interested. Creditors 
an@ debtors alike may rest assured tha: 
during the time this investigation is being 
made I will permit nothing to be done per- 
taining to the affairs of the firm except under 
the advice of this committee, and every ef- 
fort will be made to protect the rights of 
all persons as they exist today. I believe it 
will be found that large stock trangactions 
were the cause of Mr. Prior’s Act.’’ 


One Suicides Leads to Another. 

The suicide of Mr. Prior led to another 
tragedy tonight.. Lewis Osborne, an order 
clerk for the American Steel and Wire cOm- 
pany, was so affected by the news that he 
shot himself. 

Osborne was 88 years of age, Married, and 
resided at the Sawyer apartment house, 
Fortieth street and Perkins avenue. 

Employés af the American Steel and Wire 
company say that Osborne entered the of- 
fice, fead uv evening newspaper, and appar- 
ently became deeply affected by the story of 
the suicide of Mr. Prior. They say that he 
sat down at his desk and wfote letters to his 
father and wife in which it is supposed he has 
given the reason for the suicide. These let- 
ters were found tonight, but have not as yet 
been opened. 

Large Business in Boston. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 9.—Denison, Prior & 
Co. did a large business in this city at one 
time. Their offices, located at 24 Milk street, 
have been in charge of Charles E. Denison. 
Mr. Denison has been in the financial dis- 
trict for several years.

NOT SERIOUS, DOCTOR SAYS. 


Physician Travels with Merchant from 
Pittsburg; Another Called. 


New York, Jan. 9.—[Special.]—Marshall 
Field, the Chicago merchant, ie ill at the 
HoWand house in this city. 

Mr. Field arrived here today at 10:50 
o’clock. He was taken ill early this morning 
before his train reached Pitsburg. His 
valet, with whom he was traveling in a pri- 
vate car, telegraphed ahead for a physician 
to meet the train at the Pittsburg station. 
He boarded the train at Pittsburg and came 
en to New Yorkin Mr. Field's car. 

A cab was waiting for the sick man at 
the Jersey City station when the train pulled 
in. Mr. Field had to be helped:to the vehi- 
cle. Accompanied by the Pittsburg doctor, 
he was driven at once to the Holland house. 


Physicians in Consultation. 

Mrs. Field met her husband at the hotel. 
He appeared to be weak and had to be assist- 
ed to his room. Mr. Field went to bed at 
once and was put under the care of a'itrained 
purse. 

Dr. Walter B. James, who is considered one 
of the biggest physicians in New York, was 
called into consultation by the Pitteburg 
doctor, whose name was not disclosed. After 
an examination Dr. James gave it as his 
opinion that Mr. Field should keep to his bed 
for a few days. He gaid there was no im- 
mediate cause for alarm. The iliness, he 
said, was merely acold, which had been ag- 
gravated into slight bronchitis. 


Caught Cold on Links. 

Mrs. Field declared-to reporters that he 
husband’s condition was not serious. Mr. 
Field, she said, contracted a cold while play- 
ing golf last week. He was advised by his 
physicians not to travel for a few days, but, 
disregarding their injunction, started for 
this city. 

Several of Mr. Field’s friends, who called 
at the hotel, said, however, that he is pretty 
sick. They said his temperature was high. 

Among those who called was J. Pierpont 
Morgan. Mr. Morgan visited the hotel about 
6 o'clock. His card was taken up to the sick 
room, but word was sent down that Mr. Field 
was too ill to see anybody. 

Mr. Field is 71 years old and his friends fear 
the cold which he contracted may develop 
into something more serious than bronchitis, 
which is reported to be the ailment from 
which he is suffering now. 


Affected by Son’s Death. 

Persons who are connected with the Field 
household sald tonight that the New York 
physician was called into consultation after 
the arrival of Mr. Field at the hotel merely 
as a matter of precaution. 

Mr. Field’s health had been affected by 
the sheck which he sustained recently from 
the death of his only son, Marshall Field Jr. 
Previous to the accident te his son, Mr. 
Field, his friends say, was hale ‘and hearty, 
but he has declined noticeably sfnce then, 

‘Henry Dibblee, brother-in-law of Mr. Field, 
characterized the reports of the latter’s ill- 
ness as ¢xaggerated. At half past 4 o'clock 

| yesterday afternoon Mr. Dibbilee received a 


| telegram concerning Mr. Field's condition 
which was reassuring. According to this 
information the patient's temperature had 
decreased during the day and he was rest- 
ing more comfortably.

Frederick Warren Freer, Strong in Portraits. 


HE reputation of Frederick Warren 

‘Freer, perhaps the most distinguished 

of those native sons of Chicago who 

have turned their attention to art, has 

been firmly established sincg 1881,when 

he created a stir in New York w th an exhi- 

bition of impressionistic landscapes in water 

color. Since that time he has turned his at- 

tention to oils, particularly the figures and 

portraits of beautiful women and children, 

with a steady increase in the prestige secured 
in the former medium. 

He was born in Chicago in 1849 and attend- 


ed the local schools, including the old Cen- . 


tral High school. A strong bent for art 
coupled with the means for its gratification 
led him to Muni¢h and other art centers, 
where he studied for several years. Fortwo 
years he made New York his residence, re- 
turning to Chicago in 1900. He has received 
numerous honors, including a medal at the 
World’s Columbian exposition, a bronze 
medal at the Pan-American in 1901, and the 
silver medal at the Charleston exposition in 
the following year, which also saw him cap- 
ture the Martin B. Cahn prize at the Chicago 
Art institute. In 1908 he won the “ artist's 
prize and medal "’ at Chicago and in 1904 an- 
other bronze medal, this time at St. Louis. 

A striking exhibition of his work is now in 
progrees at the Art institute. 


ISS MARTHA 8. BAKER, who hes 
achieved a wide reputation aga mini- 
ature portrait.painter,“was born in 
Evansville, Ind., but followed the 
trail of other Hoosiers to Chicago, 

where after several years of study’ she be- 
came an instructor et the Art institute. 

Her preference for miniatures, based partly 
on an aptitude for dainty work, and partly by 
the feeling that “‘ big things ”’ cost too much 
physical strength, was first rewarded in 1897, 
when she won first prize at.the Arché salon. 
At the St. Louis exposition in 1904 a portrait 
in oils of Mrs. Edward Sawyer, wite of a 
Parisian sculptor, was awarded a bronze 
medal. In the same year enother oil, entitled 
** Girl in an Old Gown,’’ won honorable men- 
tion at the Carnegie exhibition in Pittsburg 
and was later purchased by the Municipal 
Art league of Chicago and loaned to the Art 
institute. : 

Among some of her local work are the por- 
traits of the daughter of W. H. Rehm, of 
Miss Pearl Harris, daughter of N. W. Harris, 
and Mrs. Enos M. Barton. Miss Baker is a 
member of the Society of Western Artists

EW Chicago artists have ach tebe e 
more cordial recognition at home 
elsewhere than Oliver Dennett Grover, 
mural painter, some of whose best

are counted among the permanent art treas- 
ures of the city. 

Mr. Grover was born at Earlville, Ml, in 
1861 and when 15 years old entered the old 
Chicago university with the intention of 
studying, Hke his father, for the bar. A 
small legacy, arriving at that time, enabled 
him, however, to devote himself to art.. He 
studied at the Royal Academy in Munich 
under Frank Duveneck in Florence, and un-

WINEROOMS AND HOTELS 
BRING MANY GIRLS TO RUIN. 


Judge Tuthill Makes Statement After 
Hearing Evidence in Case—Fathez 
Quille Blames Best Restaurants. 


That the ruin of many girls in Chicago is 
brought about by the tolerance of cheap 
hotels and winerooms was declared by Judge 
Tuthill in the Juvenile court yesterday. 
The judge sat itn the Juvenile court for the 
first time in several years, Judge Mack being 
ill. His statement was made after listening 
to the evidence in the cases of Gretchen Fink 
and Mary Kelly, who were found by the po- 
lice in a saloon at 33 Quincy street, with three 
men. The girls are 17 years old. 

‘‘Many young girls in Chicago are led 
astray: through the presence of and through 
the influence of these so-called hotels and 
winerooms,’’ said Judge Tuthill. 

This view was also taken by the Rev. C. 
J. Quille, who was commissioned at the 
Juvenile court by Archbishop Quigley. 

‘“*Many of the ultra fashionable restau- 
rants, where drinks are served, might also 
be investigated by the police;”’ said Father 
Quille. “We had one casé in the Juvenile 
court a few weeks ago where a young girl 
was taken to a restaurant of this character, 
under the pretense that the place was re- 
spectable. She was carried away by the 
splendor and glitter, and was induced to 
take htr first drink. She is now at the House 
of the Good Shepherd.,"’

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SWEAR THEY HAVE KNOWN OF 
NO STRIKE VIOLENCE. 


With Hands Upraised 238 Printers 
Declare Officers of Union and Its 
Members Have Not Countenanced or 
Committed Acts of Lawlessaness— 
Deposition Will Be Used in Court 


Proceedings — Employing Litho- 


graphers Fear New Controversy. «

With hands raised dramatically above their 
heads 288 striking printers yesterday in 
Uhlich’s hall, 27 North Gdark street, togeth- 
er took oath that they knew of no violence in 
connection with the strike against the shops 
of the Chicago typothet# inaugurated on 
Aug. 28. The declaration was made before a 
notary public at tae conclusion of a strikers’ 
meeting. 

The sworn statement will be offered In the 
hearing of the contempt cases against Presi- 
dent E. R. Wright and other leaders of Typo- 
graphical union No. 16. Judge Holfiom has 
given the printers until Jan. 22 to' present 
new information, after which the court will 
render a decision which may or may not send 
the officers of the union to jail. 


Text of the Deposition. 

The deposition which the strikers made in 
the massmeeting and to which afterward 
they individually signed their names was in 
part as follows: 

“That we, members of, Chicago Typo- 
grephical union No. 16, have never heard the 
officers of this union or any of them or mem- 
bers 6f the executive committee or any of 
them, elther advocate any violence or inti- 
mate that violence would be tolerated. At 
no time andin no manner have we committed 
any act of violence or @o we know of any 
such act as would cause the union or its offi- 
cers to be placed before the courts or the 
public in the Nght of lawbreakens or crim: 
inals.” 

Striking printers issued the first edition of 
anew Polish paper, the Daily Courier. Four 
other Polish papers have temporarily sus- 
pended publication pending “negottlations 
with the union. lit was announced by the 
union that two job printing shops had 
signed the eight hour agreement with the 
Polish branch of the typographical organ- 
ization, 


Fear Strike of Lithographers. 

The prospect of another eight hour day 
struggle loomed before employing lithog- 
raphers, who met in quarterly session at the 
Stratford hotel. Fifty lithographing firms 
in cities west of Buffalo, N. Y., were repre- 
sented at theconference. Aocording to Sec- 
retary Charles Conradis of St. Louis, the 
lith phers’ union is preparing to demand a 
reduction of working hours on Aprill. The 
employers have not yet decided what to do.

NE W PRIMARY LAW 
SHORN OF TERROR 


Commissioners’ Interpretation 
for Benefit of Politicians 
Removes Bugaboo. 


FEW CHANGES ARE MADE. 


Old Measure Is Not Radically Al- 
tered; Any Person Can Print 
a Delegate Ticket. 


The election commission gave its interpre- 
tation of the new primary law in the after- 
noon ana the politicians will be guided by its 
rulings for the April aldermanic primaries, 
which are to be held on Feb. 24. The commis- 
sion removed many of the bugaboos and held 
that the old primary w is not greatly 
changed in many of its provisions, 

The opinion of the commission settled ques- 
tions in controversy as follows: 

New primary districts must be created, but 
the size and the method of forming them 
may be the same as under the old law, and 
there need be no change unless such would 
be required under the old law. 

There may be more than one ticket or ballot 
distributed to the voter and he can vote for 
the delegates by merely casting the ballot 
upon which their names are printed or writ- 


ten. 
Any One Can Print Ticket. 


Any person may print a delegate ticket 
after first receiving the consent of those 
whose names are placed on the ballot. 

All ballots must have written or printed in 
the proper place the names of those direct 
primary candidates on the ticket arranged 
alphabetically, and with a square before the 
name of each candidate. 

Nothing can be printed upon the ballots but 
the names of the candidates and delegates, 
and the political designation, as ** republican 
primary ballot” or ‘‘democratic primary bal- 
lot.”’ 

Crosses cannot be printed in the squares 
opposite the names of candidates, and the 
voter must mark hig ballot outside of the 
polling place or in the privacy of the voting 
booth, and not in the presence of the eleo- 
tion officials. : 

All candidates for aldermen must file a 
written request with the county clerk, with 
a fee of $25, and a petition with the secretary 
of state containing 5 per cent of the voters 
of his party in the ward. 

Delegates shall be instructed for the candi- 
date who receives a majority of the ballots 
marked. 

Restrictions on Voters. 


Voters who have not voted in the primaries 
of another party two years prior to the pri- 
maries, or who have signed no petitions for 
an independent candidate, are alone eligible 
to vote. 

The socialist and prohibition parties, which 
have not polled the necessary 20 per cent of 
the total vote, but which have polled 2 per 
cent of the vote in the last election, cannot 
hold primaries, but may nominate a ticket 
under the old law. 

Calls for the primaries must be issued on 
or before Jan. 30, on account of the incon- 
sistency of the new law. 

Candidates cannot have names printed on 
the ballots unless they have filed the neces- 
sary request with the county clerk. 

A voter may sign any number of petitions 
for nomination he desires. 

Primary voting places for the republican 
and democratic parties should be separated, 
unless impossible to do so. 


WOMAN CLEARED AT INQUEST. 


Mrs. Collins Admits She Struck Her 
Brother, but Jurors Think Fall 
May Have Killed Him.

Mrs. Annie Collins, 631 West Forty-seventh 
street, admitted yesterday that she struck 
her brether, John Boland, on the head during 
@ quarrel Monday evening shortly before Bo- 
land was found unconscious fn the alley in 
the rear of her residence, where he died & 
few hours later. 

Mrs. Collins was arrested after the police 
had been informed of her quarrel with her 
brother. She said Boland came home drunk 
and struck her when she was holding her 
baby in her arms. She fell against the sink 
and grabbed hold of the faucet to save herself 
and baby from falling against a red hot stove. 
Then, she said, her brother grabbed her by 
the hair and gave her several violent jerks. 

Almost crazed with pain and afraid he 
would hurt her child she grabbed a heavy 
coffee pot from the stove and struck him on 
the head.

Boland left the house without saying any- 
thing and was found unconscious a few hours 
later by a neighbor, who carried him back to 
Mrs. Collins’ residence. 

Mrs. CoHins was released after the in- 
quest was adjourned and was not placed 
under. police surveillance. The police be- 
lieve she acted in self-defense. 

It is believed a wound on Boland’s head, 
received three weeks ago asa result of falling 
from his wagon, caused him to fall, striking 
his head against a post in the alley.

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WOMAN NOUILTYOR HURDER 


MRS. VIRGINIA B.. ‘TROUPE CON- 
VICTED BY JURY. 


Accused of Slaying Spouse, Her Trial 
Ends with Penalty Fixed at Four- 
teen. Years in the Penitentiary— 
Decision Reached After Four Hours 
of Deliberation, and Customary Mo- 
tion for New Trial Is Made-—Pris- 
oner Collapses in Court. 


A jury in Judge Smith’s court yesterday 
found Mrs. Virginia B. Troupe guilty of mur- 
dering her husband. The penalty was fixed 
at fourteen years in the penitentiary. The 
verdict was reached after four hours of de- 
liberation. 

Judge Smith gave his final instructions to 
the jury at 8:30.0’cloeck in the afternoon. The 
earHer part of the day had been taken up 
with arguments by attorneys. The court- 
room was filled through the day. 

Once after the jury had retired a request 
for further instructions from .the judge wae 
received. It was learned later that the jurors 
had agreed on the verdict of guilty on the 
first ballot.

to aid them in determining the penalty to be 
inflicted. 

Mrs. Troupe sat within a few feet of Fore- 
man Horace W. Cromwell as he arose to read 
the findings of the jury. Judge Smith had re- 
turned after the four hours’ recess, and a 
number of those persons who had followed 


the case through its trial remained to hear 


the end. 

As Mr. Cromwell read the verdict of guilly 
Mrs. Troupe broke down. She sobbed vio- 
lently, and would admit of no solace as the 
judge received the award of the jurors and 
dismissed them. Slowly the spectators filed 
from the room, leaving Mrs. Troupe alone 
with her counsel and the court. 

Her, attorney demanded a new trial, and 
Judge Smith will hear the motion this morn- 
ing. 

Mrs. Troupe was accused of murdering her 
husband, Witiam C. Troupe, the night of 
Aug. 9, 1905, in their house, 8942 Mackinse 
avenue.

PAY UP FOR BOGUS STOCK. 


CL BROKERS REFUND 
VALUE OF FRAUDULENT PAPER. 


Boston Company Reported to Have 
Forged Scrip fer 100 £Shares 
Made by Clever Gang—Detectives 
Fellow Trail That Leads to Chicago, 
but Denial Is Made Here—Swindler 
Now Under Arrest Is Suspected of 
Perpetrating Fraud. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 9.—[Special.J]—Williiam 
Duke & Co., Cleveland brokers, have settled 
with Allen, Arnold & Co. of Boston for the 
Norfolk and Western railroa@ stock certifi- 
cate discovered in New York on Saturday, 
thought. to be a forgery, paying $4,500, the 
value of the fifty shares at the present mar- 
ket price of 86. 

The certificate was a forgery from one end 
to the other, the signatures of seven men on 
it all being fraudulent. 


Another Certificate Somewhere. 


Now it is reported that the Boston company 
has another bogus certificate for 100 shares, 
and that other shares are extant and prob- 
ably will soon turn up. 

Cc. Augustus Seton, whose picture adorns 
the rogues’ gallery, tried to negotiate two of 
these 100 share certificates last September 
with the firm of Barnard & Clark of 25 Broad 
street. This firm discovered the fraud, but 
without getting possession of the certificates. 
Seton was arrested some weeks later with 
several companions on another charge. At 
the time of his arrest, according to informa- 
tion given the @istrict attorney, he had a 
yacht in the East river, all stocked ready for 
a southern cruise. 

Trail Leads to Chicago. 

It was learned tonight that detectives 
working on the case had received informa- 
tion which leads them to believe that the 
plot was hatched in Chicago. It was said 
they had hit a trail there today which they 
think may lead to a lithographer, and pos- 
sibly to some arrests. 


Supt. J. H. Schumacher of the local branch 
of the Pinkerton agency said last night that 
he knew of no Chicago end to the forged cer- 
tificate case, although the trail of C. Augus- 
tus Seton had been followed from Cleveland, 
O., to New York. 

‘The report that we are searching for an 
accomplice of Seton's in Chicago is errone- 
ous,” he said. “ So far as I know the bogus 
certificates were printed in some other 


city.”

SPOILS SYSTEM AT STAKE. 


Quarrel Between Superintendent 
and Ticknor Dates Back to 
the Yates Campaign.

(BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Jacksonviile, Ill., Jan. 0.—[Special.}]—An at- 
tack will be made on the constitutionality of 
the new civil service law on Thursday, when 
the case of Ald. Matthew L. Hildreth will be 
tried by County Judge Charlies A. Barnes. 

It will be the first trial under the new law, 
and it is expected to prove the death biow to 
the solicitation of political subscriptions from 
state institution employés. 

Hildreth is one of the leaders of the repub- 
lican orgeadization of Morgan county. He 
is charged with soliciting campaign funds 
from the employés of the state school for the 
deaf. 

Hildreth has engaged five of the best known 
attorneys in Morgan county. It will be cor- 
tended that the law is unconstitutional be- 
cause it exempts from classification one ste- 
nographer and one chief clerk of each state 
institution. This is held to be class legislation 
and discrimination. — 


Another Test for System: 

QOlosely allied to thig cage is another, con- 
tingent on the operation of the civil service 
law. Elmer T. H. Ticknor, foreman of the 
farm and grounds of the school for the deaf 
since July, 1897, was discharged-by Supt. 
C. E. Gillette last Friday because he had re- 
ported that Eli Alves had worked three and 
one-half days at the institution when the 
superintendent had reason to believe that 
Alves had worked but two and one-half days. 

Affidavite were secured. tonight by Tick- 
nor from Alves and others substantiating 
his claim that Alves worked three and one- 
half days. Today Supt. Gillette filed supple- 
mental charges againet Ticknor, alleging 
that his conduct as an employé was not sat- 
tsfactory and also that he had not given 
sufficient and competent instruction in farm- 
ing and gardening to pupils of the inetitu- 
tion “as is expected of the foreman of tne 
farm." Ticknor refuses to leave the employ 
of the hospital and will appear every day for 
work untd] the civil service commission 
passes on his case. 

Both Ticknor and Hildreth are credited 
with having in times past taken charge of 
the collection of campaign funds from em- 
ployés of local state institutions. These 
have been customary in Jacksonville, be- 
ginning under Altgeld and increasing to 
such dimensione that under Yates it was 
declared that even scrub women and teach- 
ers had to pay. The system has been so 
familiar to the local republican organization 
that the most prominent members of the 
party tonight declared that enforcement 
of civil service regulations will disrupt the 
party in Morgan county. 


Dates.Back to Yates Campaign. 


It is said here tonight that the real reason 
that Ticknor was discharged is due to a 
rupture between the superintendent and 
Ticknor, dating from two years ago when a 
campaign fund was solicited in the interest 
of Yates’ candidacy for renomination as gov- 
ernor. Ticknor went to Gillette, so the story 
goes, and asked for a $500 contribution, and 


/ the superintendent demurred. At the same 


thme H. Carriel, superintendent of the Jack- 
sonville Insane asylum, Was asked for $1,000, 
Capt. Freeman, superintendent of the schoo!

“MIDDY” DECATUR JEOPARDIZES 
4 YEARS’ WORK BY HAZING. 
Student at Naval Academy Within 
One Month of His Graduation Day 
Placed on Trial Before Court Mar- 
tial at Annapolis — Charged with 
Maltreatment of Lewer Classmen 
im Violation of His Oath and of the 

Rules of the Institution. 


Annapolis, Md., Jan. ¥.—Stephen Decatur, 
Jr., one of the best students at the Naval 
academy, was put on trial today for hazing 
under charges which if proven will result 
in his dismissal, although he is within one 
month of his graduation. 

As charged, young Decatur jeopardized his 
whole career ag a naval officer and sacrificed 
four years of study, by violating his oath 
and disobeying the rules of the Naval acad- 
emy in regard to hasing of under class men. 


Charges Against Decatur. 


Decatur is charged under the laws of 1908 
for “‘encouraging and countenancing has- 
ing." He is charged under the act of 1874 
of sending a lower classman with a nonsen- 
sical message to an upper classman, and with 
ordering a " plebe” to bring him his break- 
fast. Decatur pleaded not guilty to al! 
charges. 

Mr. Theall, Decatur’s counsel, tried to have 
the charges under the act of 1874 dismissed, 
alleging that the incidents did not constitute 
hazing. The court overruled him.’ Then Mr. 
Theall set up the plea that the charge under 
the act of 1008 places Decatur in double jeop- 
ardy, as he already had been acquitted of 
hasing Midshipman Church in practically 
the same manner. The court took the plea 
under advisement until tomorrow. 


Reprimend Is Complimentary. 


Weshington, D. C., Jan. 9.—Secretary Bona- 
parte has written a letter of reprimand to 
Commander Lucian Young, in execution of 
the sentence of the court martial which 
found that officer guilty of remissness of duty 
in connection with the boiler explosion on the 
gunboat Bennington.

Report Condemns Seven Alder-. 


Men Whose Terms Will Ex- 
‘pire Next Spring. 


_ NOTES DECAY OF GRAFT. 


Advocates Elimination of Party 
Polities from the City 


Elections. 


The annual preliminary report of the Mu- 
nicipal Voters’ league, giving the records 
of the outgoing aldermen, was finished yes- 
terday. Of twenty-eight of these aidermen 
it has something good to say, and it con- 
demns seven. It advises the people to watch 
the council committee on gas, oil, and elec- 
tric light. 

The report also announces the reorganiza- 

tion of the league. Charles R. Crane has 
retired from the office of president, aithough 
fetaining his place on the executive com- 
mittee, and Walter L. Fisher takes his place. 
George C. Sikes, former assistant secretary, 
succeeds Mr. Fisher as secretary. 
The report congratulates Chicago on the 
high standing and efficiency of its aldermen, 
and remarks that, while other cities are now 
Struggiing to throw off the influences of 
“graft” and official corruption, Chicago 
showed the way years ago by electing honest 
city councils. 


Hope Based on New Charter. 

The necessity of eliminating party politics 
from aidermanic elections is insisted on, and 
ft is remarked that the new primary law is 
@ hindrance rather than a help to this end. 
A hope for reform is held out through the 
néw charter which Chicago is looking for, 
and the point is made that the charter con- 
vention was called on the initiative of the 
council. 

As to a settlement of the traction question 
the league refuses to make any recommenda- 
tions, but of the course of the aldermen in 
._the matter it says: 

“The council has definitely promised in 
good faith to submit its recommendations to 
the pesple prior to the passage of any ordi- 
nanets and to abide by their decision thereon.

Hepburn measure: The greater part of the

just and reasonable rates, because this, after’: ; 
all, is the foundation stone of the whole law. 


Commission’s Power Limited. 


The interstate commerce commission can 
only act upon the complaint. of some ship- 
per, as a matter of course, because no one 
proposes to give the commission power to 
originate rates of its own account. It must 
first of all decide that the rate is unreasona- 
ble before it can attempt to fix a reasonable 
rate. It is for this reason that so much dis- 
cussion was devoted to this particular sec- 
tion of the Dolliver law, which reads as 
follows: 

“ All charges made for any service ren- 
dered, or to be rendered, in the transportation 
of passengers or property aforesaid, orinany 
connection therewith, shall be subject tothe 
provisions of this act and shall be just and 
reasonable. And every unjust and uhrea- 
sonable charge for such service is prohibited 
and declared to be unlawful.”’ 

This is the section upon which appeals to 
the Circuit court can be based. The court 
will not be empowered to determine whether 
the rate fixed by the commission is a proper 
one or not. It can interfere with the de- 
cision of the commission only by an injunc- 
tion or other restraining order, on the ground 
that the rate fixed by the commission in the 
end would \be confiscatory to the property of 
the railroad, and hence be prohibited by the 
constitution of the United States... Under the 
Hepburn bill an amendment has been in- 
serted which puts the rate into effect within 
thirty days, so that the rate cannot be sus- 
pended by the court except for such purposes 
as the courts now possess, the power to re- 
strain by injunction, 


Midnight Tariffs Doomed. 


The Hepburn amendments also obliterate 
all distinctions between advances and reduc- 
tions in rates, the railroads being obliged 
to give the same notice before making any 
change, it having been found that these sud- 
den or midnight tariffs were a fruitful source 
of discrimination. The favored shipper had 
advance notice of the intention to reduce 
rates, and, by holding back shipments, ac- 
cordingly was given an immense advantage 
over the competitor who was kept in the 
dark until a few days before the changed 
tariff went into operation. 

There was no discusison at the conference 
tonight in regard to the important feature 
of the Dolliver-Hepburn bill, but the in- 
dividual members of the committee have con- 
vinced themselves that it will bring within 
the scope of the interstate commerce law the 
express business of the United States and the 
sleeping car system on all the railroads. 
Ii is believed this will add to the strength 
of the railroad lobby when the bill finally 
reaches the senate, because the sleeping 
car and express companies hitherto have 
fixed their own charges, just as the private 
car lines did, and have not been subjected 
to any federal control whatsoever. 

It is not likely they will accept federal su- 
pervision without a fight, and they may suc- 
ceed in the senate in forcing a modification 
of this paragraph so as to exclude them from 
the operation of the new railroad law.

MURDERER'STRAIL 


"Police Believe Constantine, 


Slayer of Mrs. Gentry, Will 
Be Caught Soon. 


TRACED FROM THE CRIME. 


Bought Coat and Hat Downtown, 
Drove to Station, Then 
‘Walked Away. 


Out of the chaos of rumors, tales, and clews 
that for three days have veiled the move- 
ments of Frank J. Constantine, supposed 
murderer of Mra. Louise Gentry, the police 
at last think they have found several * work- 
ing theories ” and believe that the supposed 
degenerate will be locked up in the course of 
a few days. 

Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler, usually 
conservative, said last evening he believed 
the arrest of. Constantine was merely the 


matter of hours. 

The first real information regarding Con- 
stantine’s actions after hurrying to the 
downtown district on Saturday, immediately 
after the killing of Mrs. Gentry, was found. 
A second cabman, George Hecker, it was 
learned, had driven him about the loop dis- 
trict as he hurriedly made preparations for 
leaving the city. 


Calls Second Cab Driver. 


After leaving the Sherman house bar, 
where he had been driven from the Gentry 
reeidence, the man accosted Hecker, who 
was standing across the street near the 
County building. 

“A department store, hurry,’’ was the or- 
der of the man, who, according to thédriver, 
appeared to be acting under a nervous strain. 

Hecker drove to Marshall Field & Co.’s, 
where Constantine alighted, and, going to 
the men’s furnishing department, purchased 
another hat and coat and discarded the cap 
which he had purchased in Division street 
immediately after leaving the Gentry flat. 
The new coat and hat completely changed 
the man’s appearance. This act, taken with 
other information secured in the counse of 
the day’s investigation, led the police to be- 
lieve that the slayer of Mrs. Gentry is a pro- 
fessional criminal

Leaves Cab at Station. 

Hecker said he droveto the La Salle street 
station and was dismissed. A strange inter- 
ést in his “ fare ’’ led the cabman to look back 
after leaving him. His interest was repaid 
by seeing the man turn deliberately away 
from the station and walk east in Van Buren 
street. Glancing up, Constantine saw the 
cabman, turned about, and walked into Kav- 
anaugh’s saloon at the southeast corner of 
La Salle street. 

Here he hurriedly ordered a glass of beer 
and left it standng on the bar, according to 
the bartender, while he went to the telephone 
and. called for the bong distante operator. 
Giving the name of “ Frank Clark,"’ he asked 
for a number in Blue Island. Returning to 
the bar he swallowed his beer at a gulp and 
left the place without waiting foran dnswer 
to his call.

Market street, St. Louls, a shoe dealer. He 
has not applHed for employment at Levy’s 
place, according to information received by 
the police. 


Find Constantine’s Overcoat. 


Early in the morning the Hght overcoat, 
spattered with blood, which had been worn 
by Constantine on the day of the murder, 
was fopnd by the police. Louis Reppetto, 
16 years old, 66 Illinois street, said the coat 
had been given to him by the fugitive, who 
hurried past him as he stood at Illinois and 
Wells streets on Saturday at noon.

They should not be surprised or 
disappointed if Chicago republicans in turn 
do not exhibit a high opinion of them when 
the time comes for their reélection. 

There is another serious matter to be con- 
sidered in this connection. It is that al- 
though Chicago has ten republican cougress- 
men they are not individually or collectively 
consulted or considered at all in the matter 
of federal appointments, unless Mr. Lorimer 
may be considered an exception to the rule. 
These appointments are handed over to 
Senators Cullom and Hopkins as personal! 
perquisites, although in truth they concern 
the representatives more than they do the 
senators. There is no reason why they 
should be regarded as patronage belonging 
exclusively to the senators to be used to pro- 
mote their political fortunes. In many 
states, Lowa particularly, it is the custom 
to call the whole delegation into conference, 
and to decide upon appointments of this 
nature threugh an agreement on the part of 
all the members of the delegation. That is 
the proper course. Turning the appoint- 
ments over to the senators is vicious in prac- 
tice and bad in principle. 

Tue Trisune feels thet President Roose- 
velt has gone altogether too far in the direc- 
tion of recognizing the right of senators to 
treat their states as provinces. The motive 
which controls him, of course, is-well known, 
He wishes to have the votes of the senators 
to insure the passage of measures in which 
he is interested. But that is not a sufficient 
reason for assuming that the house will do 
everything the president wishes it to even 
though the members are absolutely ignored 
by him. 

It cannot be said that any of the Chicago 
-appointments are particularly high class, 
although nobody is raising any objection to 
the appointment of Mr. Busse, who, by some 
singular chance, happens to be a resident of 
the city. But how can President Roose- 
velt justify the ignoring of such a vase re- 
publican territory as that of Hyde Park— 
except as it is represented by “ Doe ” Jamie- 
son—or the Englewood district, which Gov. 
Deneen himself represents, or Lake View, 
which is faithfully republican and heavily 
so in presidential elections? These trust- 
worthy districts are overlooked and we have 
to go to Lacon to get a collector of the port. 
to Woodstock for a marshal, to Morrison 
for a pension agent, and to Dixon fora dis- 
triet attorney.

DVANCED radicals generally end up 
in the house of lords in England, and 
the Hon. Philip Stanhope, who has 
just accepted a peerage on the nomi- 
nation of the new liberal administra- 

tion, is no exception totherule. His eleva~- 
tion to the upper chamber of the national 
legislature is al} the more entertaining as 
he has frequently advocated the policy of 
sweeping out of existence the house of lords 
with woolsack, lord higi chancellor, and 
everything else connected therewith. 

He is well known in this country, where 
he spent several months, as the most nota- 
ble member of the English delegation to 
the international parliamentary congress at 
St. Louis, the summer before last. He com- 
menced his career in the royal navy, is a 
civil engineer by profession, and a politician 
by inclination, his views on public ques- 
tions being diametrically opposed to those of 
the other members of the Stanhope family, 
though in keeping with those of certain of 
his ancestors, notably his great-grandfather, 
the third ear! of Stanhope. 

Hig eldest brother, the sixth earl of Stan- 
hope, who died last summer, attracted a good 
deal of attention on this side of the At- 
lantic a few years ago by his vigorous op- 
position to the action of the English people 
im presenting to the American nation the 
log of the good ship Mayflower. Indeed, the 
late ear] actually went to the length of mov- 
ing in the house of lords a petition to the 
crown to prevent this act of international 
courtesy from being performed.

There is no truth in the story according to 
which Philip Stanhope is a descendant of 
the great earl of Chatham, and, accordingly, 
among ‘the nearest relations of William 
Pitt. His great-grandfather, the third earl of 
Stanhope, an avowed republican, the friend 
and aagsociate of Robespierre, and at one 
time an officer of the Swiss militia, married 
the daughter of Lord Chatham, the elder 
Pitt, and of this union the brilliant and ec- 
centric Lady lester Stanhope, who kept 
house for her uncle, William Pitt, until his 
death, who was the fiancée of Gen. Sir John 
Moore of Corunna eelebrity, and who died in 
such a mysterious fashion in Palesiine, was 
the offspring. After the death of Lady Hes- 
ter’s mother, the third earl of Stanhope mar- 
ried again, and Philip Stanhope is the lineal 
descendant of this second marriage. The 
fourth earl of Stanhope was the father of the 
late duchess of Cleveland and grandfather 
therefore of Lord Rosebery. 

Philip Stanhope is married to a daughter 
of the Russian Count Cancrine, and is the 
widow of the late Count Alexis Constantino- 
vitch Tolstoi, whose name and title, which 
he has persisted in retaining in England, she 
will now probably, as an English peeress 
of the realm, consent to drop.

Philip Stanhope will now be the fourth 
representative of his historic house in the 
house of lords. It holds three kinglish earl- 
doms, that of Stanhope, of Harrington, and 
of Chesterfield. Camden, writing in the 

‘spacious times of Queen Elizabeth,’’ men- 
tions the Stanhope tamily as deriving its 
name from Stanhope in the county of Dur- 
ham. The first peerage granted to the fami- 
ly was the earldom of Chesterfield, created 


‘in 1628 in favor of Sir Philip Stanhope, it 
} was his great-grandson, whose “ Letters” 
cong caused him to be generally spoken of 

‘the celebrated '’ Lord Chesterfield. The 
yA mani of the first Lord Chesterfield was 
Created first earl of Stanhope for his services 
in’war—be was the general who captured 
Mipon in the island of Minorca—and was 
fora number of years prime minister as well 
as gent of the united kingdom. 

PNilip Stanhope’s father was famous as 
a historian, and, while still Lord Mahon, 
wrot history of England, which remains 
to thid\day a standard work. He was an in- 
timate friend of Lord Macaulay, who often 
staid Wih him at Chevening, the Stanhope 
ancestral home in Kent. It is a grand oid 
place, full of relics of past amd gone Stan- 
hopes, ofthe Pitts, and also of the first duke 
of Wellington, including the telescope which 
the latter ysed at Waterloo, The duke wag 
the godfatyer of the late Lord Stanhope. 
The present earl cnly succeeded to his fa- 
ther’s honot&S and estates last year, and 
served with dstinction in South Africa dur- 
ing the Boer ‘ar.

If Prince jlibert has been adminis- 
tering the government of the duchy of Bruns- 
wick for twenty-one years it is because he 
was elected regent bythe people of the duchy 
through a vote of th@r national legislature. 
The laws of Brunswi& provide that in the 
event of the lawful sovereign being prevented 
for one reason or ano\her from occupying 
the throne temporarily \he dict shall elect a 
regent from among the nmreigning members 
of the sovereign houses ofJermany. Similar 
laws prevail in most othir German states, 
and may be said to form part of the spirit 
if not of the actual letter oithe constitution 
of the empire. 

The legitimate heir to the throne of Bruns- 
wick is the ex-crown prince 0 Hanover, bet- 
ter known by his English ttle of duke of 
Cumberland, and who is de jure sovereign 
duke of Brunswick, figuring 4 such in the 
Almanach de Gotha. Owing tohis refusal to 
recognize Prussia’s annexation of his father’s 
kingdom of Hanover in 1866, tt has been 
agreed by the federal states constituting the 
German empire that he could not be allowed 
to assume possession of the throne of Bruns- 
wick, since of course it would not doto have 
as member of the confederation a ruer who 
declined to recognize its composition ind its 
constitution.

The duke of Cumberland hag all alongbeen 
given to understand that if he would reog-

Spanish War Affords Example. 
During the war with Spain, John D. Long, 
then secretary of the navy, found it advisa- 


to assist him in directing properly the opera- 
tions of the fleets in the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans. This board of three officers subse- 
quently was enlarged by Mr. Long, who is- 
sued an executive order creating the general 
board as it now ‘s constituted. lt wag only 
recently that the board obtained anything 
like a permanent existence, and this was 
brought about by the action of the president 
defining its duties in the new regulations for 
the government of the navy. But these rég- 
ulations may be changed or medified accord- 
ing to the whim of every secretary who as- 
sumes office.

It is now in possession of the commfander-in- 
chief of the American forces im the far east, 
and contemplates not only the protection of 
American lifeand property but the safeguard- 
ing of the greater interesta of this country 
in the continuance of the principles of the in- 
tegrity of China and the open door. That 
prompt action in the preparation of such a 
plan was necessary is shown by the advices 
which reached the state department today 
from Peking showing that all foreigners in 
the capital and throughout the empire are 
filled with foreboding and that the powers, 
including the United States, should be ready 
to act at any moment.

Army Plan of Campaign. 


The general staff of the army also has pre- 
pared a plan of campaign for execution in 
China by the troops now on duty in the Phil- 
ippines or en route to those islands. But 
the general staff is so occupied with admin- 
istrative functions that it has not sufficient 
time to devote to the duties which peculiarly 
belong to it. 

For instance, Secretary Taft holds it should 
be studying military conditions constantly in 
other countries and preparing plans for of- 
fensivye and defensive operations against 
every nation with which the United States 
might become involved in war. The outly- 
ing possessions of this country must receive 
especially the attentiowl of the general staff 
in order to insure thelr ability to defena 
themselves. The staff has been doing-this 
work as far as possible, but Secretary Taft 
believes that with the changes -he proposes 
to order it will be able to dewpte greater care 
to the preparation for eventualities.

No Radical Action Likely. 

THe TRIBUNE correspondent talked with 
leaders of the house and senate and has de- 
veloped the fact that there will be no radical 
legislation in the way of reorganigation of 
either service during the present session. 
The general staff of the army favored a re- 
duction of cavalry from fifteen to ten regi- 
ments and a corresponding increase in fleld 
artillery. 

“I do not favor any such action,’ said 
Representative Hull, chairman of the mill- 
tary committee of the house, ‘It has been 
my observation that it takes just as long to 
turn out an experienced cavalryman assit 
does an experienced artilleryman. It has 
been said, and truly, that cavalry are the 
eyes and ears of an army, and should we 
have another war—and it is certain we will 
have sometime—we will find the cavalr 
force we now have is all too small. Ther 
may be a slight increase in artillery during 
the session, but the sense of the committee 
on this point has not yet developed.”

a Wisconsin Faculty Votes on 


the Policy to Be'Fayored 
for Football. 


MOST: STUDENTS DISSENT. 


Harvard Association Also Ap- 
proves Recommendations to” 
Rules Committee. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 9.—[Special.]—The 
foes of intercollegiate athletics at Wisconsin 
have won the first skirmishes of the fight 
which is now’on for the abolition of inter- 
collegiate contests 

Today the university faculty elected Prof. 
F. J. Turner as its representative to the Chi- 
‘cago conférence to be held Friday and in- 
structed him to urge the suspension of inter- 
collegiate football for a period of two years. 
‘The vote was practically unanimous. 

Two propositions were submitted—either 
to abolish intercollegiate football at Wis- 
consin entirely or to confer with the other 
colleges first and then take definite action. 
Profs. Turner.and Munro were strongly in 
favor of the former proposition, but accept- 
ed the latter as a compromise. It is under- 
siood Dean Birge favored the retention of 
intercollegiate contests. . 


Merely a Recommendation. 

While the action today does not commit 
Wisconsin to any definite policy, it reflects 
the attitude of the faculty, and unless student 
and alumni influence makes itself felt foot- 
ball at Wisconsin ig a thing of the past. 

The official statement given out by Prof. 
Bleyer tonight embodied the following: 

The representatives of the University of Wiscon- 
Sin to the Chicago conference propose to the 
universities there represented a public condemna- 
tion of the evils associated with football, and a 
protest against the undue emphasis upon com- 
petitive athletics as compared with the fundamen- 
tal purpose of a university. 

They are instructed to propose to the other unt- 
Versities the suspension of intercollegiate football 
for a period of two years to the end that rational, 
wmoral, and norma! relations between athietics and 
intellectual activities may develop in such insti- 
“tution, this action to be operative upon ratification 
bz the respective faculties. 


Rules Not So Important. 

It was the general opinion of the faculty 
that the question of rules to prevent brutality 
and other undesirable conditions in football 
Was less important than action to preserve a 
healthy attitudé of the student body in re- 
gard to the relations between athletics and 
the moral and intellectual activity of the 
university. ' 

Professor Turne# said tonight that it 
Was the feeling of ‘many of the faculty that 
university sports should be made available to 


_™ore students and kept in right relation to 


the good morals and intellectual purposes of 
the university. He added: 

“ Present conditions tend to lower the repu- 
tation of the universities. Instead of stand- 
ing in the publi¢ estithation as torch bearers 


of learning and promoters of good morals, . 


the universities were att&cked as centers of 
deception. Unjust as view is in ithe 
main, it is time for the universities of the con- 
ference to emphasize the proper relations be- 
tween football and univers?ty life.’’

_ HARVARD ADOPTS OPTS SUGGESTIONS 


Codifies Changes Which It Shodid Bike 
to See Adopted by Foot 
Committee. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 9.—(Special.]—The special 
footbail committee appointed by the Athletic Asso- 
ciation of Harvard Graduates submitted its report 
today. It will be placed before the 
@thietic committee tomorrow at Cambridg« and 
“that committee will authorize Coach R:ii to 
present the views as those of Harvard at the meet- 
ing of the rules committee in New York Friday 
night. 

The changes suggested in the rules would revo- 
lutionize football niuch more than a casual] glance 
@t them would suggest. The committee report 
substantially is as followa,

** The game possesses too many excellent features’ 


to be abandoned, and it should be radically modi- 
fied. The present rules are neither explicit nor 
strictly and courageously enforced, and the pres- 
«nt game offers abundant opportunity for bru- 
tality and cheating, and makes them profitable 
Risks to take. 

The suggestions offered by Harvard to the rules 
committee include: 

*“*In addition to the present officials there shall 
be a second umpire to watch the conduct of the 
players. 

‘The head line@man shall keep such a position 
on the field as will best enable him to watch offside 


ys. 

‘Any player shall be instantly disqualified by 
€ither the umpire, by the referee, or by the* ad 
linesman for any act of brutality, rougt or 
insulting talk to opponents or officials, and... yer

and no substitute shall be permitted for five min- 
utés of actual play. 

“ A player twice disqualified in any one season 
shall not be permitted to play again for one year. 

** The penalty for holding or unlawful obstruction 
by the side in possession of the ball shall be the 
loss of the ball. 

** A competent body of officials shall be selected 
im advance of the playing season. 

‘*In a scrimmage the holder of the ball shall

CLASS A LEAGUES 
GIVEN BLACK EYE 


Smaller Leagues Rule Proceed- 
ings at Meeting of Minor 
Baseball Men. 


POWER ON BOARD SHORN. 


Its Number Increased to Seven, 
the Little Fellows Being 
in a Majority. 


Class A minor leagues met defeat at every 
turn in the annual meeting of the National 
Association of Professional Baseball 
Leagues at the Annex yesterday. The 
smaller leagues, by their numerical strength, 
triumphed so completely the larger ieagues 
took practically no part in the meeting, and 
only the fact that two of the class A cir- 
cuits are rent into factions at present pre- 
vented an immediate bolt on their part. 
That a break will occur as soon as the fac- 
tions can patch up their own differences is 
predicted by those closely in touch with 
minor league affairs. 

The actual session was as short as the 
reading of voluminous reports would per- 
mit, the real business being transacted with 
speed and littleargument. The magnates did 
not get into session until late in the day, 
but the preceding hours were crammed full 
of conferences. The class A leagues held 
forth in the Grand Pacific durimg the morn- 
ing, while the other leagues lobbied at the 
Annex. It did not take long to discover 
how matters were going, and the leading 
leagues decided to let matters take their 
course, to take their medicine, an@ bide their 


time. 
Stay Out of Meeting. 


It was significant that Messrs. Havenor, 
Lennon, and Tebeau of the American asso- 
ciation did not enter‘the meeting reom. Their 
faction was represented by President 
O’Brien, while J. Ed Grillo of Toledo alone 
represented the Watkins faction. It was 
more significant that Attorney Griffiths and 
others of the Eastern league held aloof, 
while the Pacific Coast league, the third 
party:of the clase AA clique, was not repre- 
sented at all, except by proxy, and that was 
not submitted. 

Some of the things which the smaller 
leagues accomplished were smothering all 
the demands of the larger leagues for an 
equal voting power, for the creation of a 
special class with special privileges, and the 
right to name their own representatives on 
the board; the removal of the balance of 
power from the class A leagues by increas- 
ing the board of arbitration from five mem- 
bers to seven, four of which represent the 
smaller circuits; and the change whereby 
amendments to the constitution can be made 
by a three-fourths vote instead of four- 
fifths, as previously. 


New Board of Arbitration. 

Howard Griffiths was deposed entirely from 
National association affairs, and George 
Tebeau was not returned to the board of ar- 
bitration. The new board is composed of E, 
F. Bert: of the Pacific Coast league, J. Ed 
Grillo of the American association, W. M. 
Kavanaugh of the Southern league, T. H. 
Murnane of the New England league, J. H. 
O’ Rourke of the Connecticut league, M. H. 
Sexton of the Three Eyes league, and D. M. 
Shively of the Western association. This 
makes a minority of three for the class A 
leagues in the court of last resort for minors. 
In order to secure their majority of four the 
smaller leagues were obliged to increase the 
membership. of the board, as it is a part of 
their agreement that the class A leagues’ 
shall at all times have three members on that 
board. 

President O’ Brien of the American associa- 
tion was placed in nomination for the board, 
but withdrew his name in favor of Grillo, 
which was considered a graceful act by al] 
parties concerned. 


Powers and Farrell Re-elected. 


P. T. Powers was reélected president of the 
National association by unanimous vote and 
J. H. Farrell was reélected secretary and 
treasurer, with the additional compliment 
of‘extending his term from one to five years 
from date. A committee was appointed to 
confer with the national commission in Cin- 
cinnati tomorrow. regarding the new draft- 
ing rules, which have been agreed upon by 
all parties, but still have to be put into con- 
crete form. .The committee named was 
Messrs.. Powers, Farrell, Kavanaugh, and 
Sexton, and they will leave tonight for Cin- 
cinnati. 

Constitutional Changes. 


The magnates made several changes of 
minor importance in their constitution. 
Chief among them was action taken against 
players who may jump their contracts. The 
power of the board of arbitration to reinstate 
such players was removed, and hereafter 2 
player who jumps to an “ outlaw ”’ club will 
be blacklisted permanently by that act with- 
out further action. On the salary limit ques- 
tion no general agreement was reached, and 
it was decided to leave the fixing of a maxi- 
mum limit to each league. Once fixed, how- 
ever, that limit must be submitted to Sec- 
retary Farrell, who must approve all con- 
tracts and is empowered to inflict’ a fine of 

on any club which violates the salary 
NirAit of its league. 

Other amendments aim to minimize the 
practices of farming out players and of cov- 
ering them up by fake sales. Hereafter all 
drafted players must be paid for in full at 
the time of the selection. This applies to 
drafts from one minor league to another of 
higher class. 


Twenty-nine Leagues. 


The secretary's report showed twenty-nine 
leagues under control of the national asso- 
ciation, and of these eighteen were repre- 
sented personally at yesterday’s meeting. 
During the last year the treasurer handled 
$96,000 received for drafted players and for 
protection fees.. Of this sum $15,000 was re- 
ceived from the major leagues as the first 
payments 0 | players drafted for next season 
alone. 

Tebreeunbitives of the class A leagues-had 
little to say after the meeting. Regarding 
the possibilities of a split in the association 
and the formation of a new body to include 
only the larger circuits, they declined to ex- 
press any opinion. The smaller league men 
were proportionally jubilant and dismissed 
all talk of the withdrawal of the class A 
circuits as absurd. ‘‘ Where will they go?” 
was the way one authority put it. 


Will Secede Eventually. 

Much interest, however, was felt in the do- 
ings of the class A men in their conference 
at the Grand Pacific, but none was willing 
to disclose what happened there. It was 
learned the class A men considered them- 
selves in the position of a ship without a 
rudder at present and thought it wise to 
drift with the current for a tim® until their 
own differences could be settled. The sud- 
den iliness of W. H. Watkins of Indianapo- 
lis, treasurer of the class A organization, 
prevented reading his report, and the state 
of the funds was not disclosed. It was re- 
ported and not denied that fhe position of 
attorney for class A, held by Howard Grif- 
fiths, was not renewed for another year. 

General opinion focused in the belief that 
the class A leagues’ would go along under 
existing condition, as no legislation inimital 
to their immediate welfare had been taken, 
and take their tir e about choosing a ltne 
of action for the future. That they would 
eventually withdraw and form a new body, 
leaving the lower class leagues in control of 
the present organization, seemed to be the 
generally accepted view. 


Conferences Today. 

The minor leagues voted'to hoid:their next 
meeting in New York on thé second Tues- 
day of January. There remain for decision 
several cases of minor league players and 
the new board of arbitration will meet here 
this morning. There will be also-another 
conference of the class A leagues. 

The corridors were thronged al] any with 
a small army of players and magnates. Few 
trades were announced, but several players 
were signed, including Otto Kruger by Toledo 
and Jack Boyle by Terre Haute. 
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REPORT THAT AMERICAN LEAGUE 


IS TO OUST BOSTON CLUB OWNER. 


Unofiicial Statement That the John- 
son Organisation Has Given. Presi- 
dent of Hub Team the Alternative 
of Selling Out or Having His Fran- 
chise Taken Away from Him—New 
Syndicate Ready to Buy, Manager 
Collins Being in It. . 


Buffalo, N. Y., Jam 9.—[Special.]—The 
truth about the visit of Ban Johnson and 
Connie Mack to Jimmy Collins, manager of 
the Boston Americans, in Buffalo last week, 
has leaked out. 

The whole conference hinged on the alarm 
generally felt. throughout the American 
league over the strained relations between 
Manager Collins and President John I. Tay- 
lor of the Bostons. Apparently the situation 
has reached an acute stage, where either 
Collins or Taylor must disappear from activ- 
ity in the affairs of the Boston club. 

The American league as an organization is 
understood to support Colins. The situation 
has progressed to such an extent that Tay- 
lor will be offered the alternative of quitting 
as the handler of the Boston club or selling 
out his property interests in the club. It is 
understood a pool of capitalists has been 
formed which has offered or will offer Taylor 
$125,000 for his baseball property. 

If he accepts three men will be identified 
with the ownership of the club, one of whom 
will be Collins. In the event Taylor refuses 
to sell, the American league is likely to 
forfeit his franchise rights, and it is said 
a wholesale reorganization will result in Mr. 
Taylor finding himself outside the breast- 
works, with a new club, including the pres- 
ent players, under Collins, representing the 
American league in the Hub city. 

‘* Collins,’’ President Johnson is reported to 
have said, ‘‘ the American league is back of 
you in this matter. You will be supported. 
There would have been no American league 
had it not been for a few men like you, and 
we are with you, hook, line, and sinker.”’

ZFFORTS TO DEPRESS MAY PDICE 
PROVE FUTILE. 


Continued Heavy Demand for May at 
87 Cents Suggests Absorption by 
Some Strong Imterest and Starts a 
Sharp Advance—Hogs More Plenti. 
fel and a Slight Decline in Their 
Price Starts Selling of Product and 
a Break. 


Selling of wheat had been on so large a 
scale for several days that pit traders over- 
looked for a time the fact that buying aiso 
had been*heavy and particularly urgent 
around 8ic for May. The market broke 
through that price again early in the ses- 
sion in sympathy with easier Liverpool ca- 
bles, selling off to 86%c. The pressure wes 
not so great, however, commission demand 
continued keen, the market started to rally, 
and once over S7c there was enough local and 
outside covering to force 4 sharp advance 
to 87%c, which was the close for the day, a 
net gain of \%c from Monday. Other deliv- 
eries gained about ag much. Heavy clear- 
ance of wheat and flour, 705,000 bu for the 
day, and a report of export sales of 400,000 
bu Manitoba wheat at Winnipeg the day be- 
fore, were among the bullish influences. ‘The 
main factor in the advance, however, was 
the continued absorption of wheat S7c and 
the belief that Armour or some other big in- 
terest was accumulating a line there. 

Northwestern receipts continued liberal, 
567 cars, compared with 245 a year ago, and 
messages from Minneapolis claimed that 
with plenty of cars the movement will keep 
liberal indefinitely. 


Millis Are Running Light. 

A fair milling demand for wheat in that 
‘ Market was reported, but there were also 
claims from that quarter that the mills were 
running only half capacity and.that cables 
from abroad for flour were much lower and 
away out of line. Primary receipts were 
620,000 bu, compared with 470,000 bu the week 
before, and primary shipments 208,000 bu, 
compared with 297,000 bu last year. The fig- 
ures seemed to show there is a steady ac- 
cumulation of real wheat at primary mar- 
kets, as well as of May wheat in the local pit. 
The local cash market was firm and milling 
demand moderate, sales 20,000 bu. New York 
claimed a fair demand for Manitobe wheat,

There 
Was some buying in the pit on Bradstreet's 

report of a decrease of 1,883,000 bu in the 

world’s stocks for the week. Liverpool fu- 

tures were 4d to %d lower on reported larger 

cheaper offerings of Argentine wheat. 

Spot Argentine wheat was id lower and spot 

. Manitoba %d lower. Antwerp, however, was 
up %d, and reports of sharp advances in the 

price. of flaxseed abroad encouraged bulls in 


the belief that all could not be entirely well |. 


with the Argentine wheat crop. The com- 
mission buying of May was led by Logan- 
Bryan and there was considerable buying 
also for St. Louis account. The northwest 
covered some May wheat here. 
Dull Day in Corn, 
Corn traders thought the climax of dull- 
ness in their pit was capped by the day's op- 
erations. There was little trade at any time 
and for considerable periods none at all, al- 
though the deferred futures covered a range 
of -4-%c and displayed some strength, gain- 
ing %c. The sample market was firm on light 
receipts, steady to 4c higher, but the ship- 
ping demand was light, sales 100,000 bu. 
There were 363 cars in and 145 estimated. 
Primary receipts were 698,000 bu, compared 
_ with 932,000 bu a year ago. Export clear- 
ances were nearly as heavy as the western 
receipts, 678,000 bu. There were export sales 
of 120,000 bu at the seaboard. The Liverpool 
market was strong, futures up 4d to \d, and 
gpot corn \d to %d higher. 
Oats Recover Early Loss. 
Oats started weak in sympathy with wheat 
and on continued moderate selling by the 
_ commission house holders of the largest long 
line in the market. There were evidences, 
however, of a good demand at 82c for May, 
which price was‘ not quite touched,.and the 
late rally in wheat was a help to the oats 
market, the May price working up to 82%c 
end closing at 82\c bid, a shade higher for the 
day. Receipts were moderate, 214 cars in and 
only 77 estimated. but the cash was 
unchanged to \ceasier. Shipping sales were 
220,000 bu, the bulk of it to the seaboard for 
export, and sales of 60,000 bu In the east for 
export were reported. Clearances were 
heavier than in some time at 644,000 bu. 


Setback in Provisions, 

‘The hogs which had been expected on Mon- 
day, and by their nonarrival caused a sharp 
@dvance in provision prices, showed up yes- 
fterday not only at the local stockyards but 
@t other western markets. They were 6c 
lower in price and there was a reaction in 
the provision pit, product losing nearly all 
_ the advance of the day before. Pork closed 
' 20c lower for the day, lard 10c lower, and ribs 
eff 7%c to 10c. The local run of hogs whs 
44,006, or 4,000 over the estimate, and 50,000 
are expected today. The total run at west- 
ern points was 104,500, compared with 78,800 
a year ago. There was a fair cash demand 
and shipments of meat were heavy, 2,576.000 
Ibs, compared with 1,999,000 Ibs a year ago. 
Shipments of lard for once fell behind last 
year’s figures, 1,412,000 Ibs, compared with 
1,908,000 lbs. Liverpool prices were un- 
changed to 64 higher for bacon, Is higher for 
hams, and 9d higher for lard. There was 
pressure on the market from Cudahy sources, 
selling by commission houses, which was at- 
tributed to Armour, and some selling by local 
jongs. There was general commission house 
buying, which absorbed the offerings. 


Flaxseed Sells Higher. 
- Fiaxseed advanced 3c on bullish crop news 
from Argentina and India. May was nomi- 
nally $1.22, an advance tn two days of 6c. 
No. 1 spot was $1.12 and No. 1 northwestern 
$1.18. Minneapolis received 46 cars and Du- 
luth 64 cars. 

Timothy seed was firmer, January quotable 
at $3.40 and March $3.50. Country lots quot- 
ed from $2.25 to $3.35.

Range of Active Futures. 
WHEAT. 
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After taking issue with the official figures 
of the Russian and Indian erops, which he 
claims have been arbitrarily raised about 
240,000,000 bu per annum by 4 change in the 
method of arriving at estimates, Broomhall 
in the Liverpool Corn Trade News of Dec. 
26 takes a fall out of crop reporting in this 
country. “In the same category,’ he says, 
“one should have included the United 
States, for it may be remembered that in the 
year 1901 after the federal] ceneus the acreage 
under wheat and corn was found to be larger 
than reckoned by the bureau of agricultural 
statistics at Washington; consequently, the 
increase in the production of recent years Is 
more apparent than real, the probability 
being that the crops of the years prior to the 
year 1901 were 50,000,000 bu bigger than es- 
timated, or as they now appear in the Amer- 
ican records. But there is every reason to 
believe that the production of wheat is ex- 
panding, not in Europe outside of Russia and 
the Danubian principalities, but in Argentina 
and Canada owing to immigration, in India 
through irrigation, and in Australia owing to 
more favorable seasons there has been a 
considerable extension of the area sown with 
the premier cereal. The question is whether 
this adinitted increase in production is ex- 
cessive in view of the steady increase in the 
demand from those countries which are de- 
veloping their manufacturing activities 
rather than their agriculture. During the 
last fourteen years the steady growth of the 
demand hae resulted in raising the annual 
import requirements of Europe from an av- 
erage of lees than 400,000,000 bu to one of 
512,000,000 bu, with a probability that this 
season a total of 560,000,000 bu will be 
reached. 

Of 368 cars of corn tnspected In on Monday, 
the inspection sheet yesterday showed 65 
grading No. 2, or about 20 per cent, and so 
far as could be discovered there was not the 
faintest shadow of a kick against this liber- 
ality in grading. There is no deal under way 
in the delivery for the current month and 
that makes e difference. 


‘ It has developed that President-<lect Wal-

There had 
been heavy selling from 89c to 88c attributed 
to Armour and to Lichtstern, and more 
heavy selling from 88c down to 86%c, some of 
which might have been for the same 
intereste and some of which was 
attributed to the northwest. But ab- 
sorption of wheat around 87c was on an 
enormous scale, and now traders are wonder- 
ing whether Armour has taken back the line 
of wheat sold a little higher up, or whether 
some other explanation is necessary to ac- 
count for the firmness of the market. On the 
lest previous break in December 86440 was 
the low point at which open Armour buying 
turned the market up again. 


The retiring board of directors will hold 
their last regular session next Friday, when 
the annual report of officers of the board for 
the year ending Monday last will be submitted, 
These reports will be presented to the mem- 
bership at the annual meeting, which will be 
held in the visitors’ room the following Mon- 
day.
